LISBON, Portugal (AP) — A 
major earthquake rocked the 
Iberian Peninsula and parts of 
northwest Africa today, causing 
at least two deaths in Spam and 
Portugal and at least 61 injuries 
in Lisbon. 
The violent, rolling tremor 
was described by the National 
Earthquake Center in Washing­ 
ton, D C., as one of the world's 
sharpest recorded quakes since 
tlve disastrous one that hit Alas­ 
ka in March 1964 
It struck in the Atlantic Ocean 
west of Gihraltar, waking resi­ 
dents of two continents in the 
middle of the night. 
Shock waves sped south to 
Morocco, panicking Casablan­ 
ca residents, and north through 
the entire length and breadth of 
Portugal and parts of Spain. 
Geologists here said damage 
was less serious because the 
quake was centered in the ocean 
and deep below the sea floor. 
This absorbed much of the blow, 
they said. 
A peasant farmer was report­ 
ed crushed to death in hts crum­ 
bling stone home near the tour­ 
ist town of I/agos on the south­ 
ern Portuguese shore A man 
died of a heart attack in Sevilla, 
Spain. 
In Lisbon, a city of nearly a 
million inhabitants that was 
razed by an earthquake in 1755, 
61 persons were treated for inju­ 
ries in San Jose Hospital.

Accused Ringleader Of Ohio 
Pen Riots Claims Innocence 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - 
After his attorney’s motion for 
a new trial was denied, Richard 
Armstrong, convicted Thursday 
on two counts of prison rioting, 
stood and proclaimed his own 
innocence. 
An accused ringleader of riots 
at the Ohio Penitentiary last 
August, 
Armstrong 
said, 
“ I 
don’t think sentence should be 
pronounced in this case because 
I am not quilty.” 
Common Pleas Judge Leonard 
Stem, who overruled the de- 
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fense motion, sentenced Arm­ 
strong to 5-30 years on each 
count. 
The terms will run concur­ 
rently but consecutively with his 
present 10-25 year term for arm­ 
ed robbery. 
An appeal of the case “ will 
depend on what my client and 
I decide,” William Boyland, de­ 
fense attorney, said, adding, 
“ Richard and I certainly are go­ 
ing to talk about that.” 
Boyland’s motion for a new 
trial Thursday followed a poll­ 
ing of the jury at his request. 
Because testimony by other in­ 
mates was not heard by jurors, 
Boyland said, the trial was un­ 
fair. On Wednesday Stern had 
listened to inmates describe mis­ 
treatment by guards and poor 
living conditions at the prison. 
Stern ruled that the prison sys­ 
tem was not on trial. 
A jury of six men and six 
women deliberated for 90 min­ 
utes Thursday before a lunch 
break. They returned to the jury 
room at 1:15 and announced 
their verdict at 2:10 p. rn. 
The defense contended that 
during the Aug. 20-21 disorders 
Armstrong acted as a go - be­ 
tween for inmates and prison 
authorities. 
Marion Koloski, warden dur­ 
ing the trouble, said the 
de­ 
fendant was a go-between but, 
“ He was not on my side in this 
thing; we were in opposition. 
Don’t get the idea he was my 
ambassador or anything like 
that.” 
A guard, held as one of nine 
hostages by inmates, said Arm­ 
strong had held a knife to his 
throat. 
Late in the trial that began 
last Monday Armstrong testified 
that he trier! to keep things 
calm during he riot—that he 
was only a messenger, and not 
a leader, in the trouble.

Income Drop 
Listed In ’68 
B y Ohio Bell 


The Ohio Bell Telephone Co.’s 
expenses went up at a faster 
rate than its revenues last year, 
with the result that net income 
dropped more than $5.6 million 
below the previous year’s level, 
the company’s annual r eport 
showed today. 
Higher local taxes and in­ 
creases in major expense cate­ 
gories were largely responsible 
for the decline in earnings, the 
company said. Operating expen­ 
ses increased 95 per cent in 
j 1968, compared with a gain of 
7.8 per cent in gross revenues 
The 
company’s net income 
last year was $57,904,000, com­ 
pared with $63,581,000 in 1967. 
Per share earnings dropped to 
$1.90 from $2.08 in the previous 
year. 
State, local and Social Secur­ 
ity taxes paid by the company 
in 1968 rose $4,272,000 to a to­ 
tal of $44,432,000 — a 10.6 per 
cent increase. The company's 
total tax bill came to $102,934,- 
000. This included an added $5,- 
413,000 to cover the new feder­ 
al surtax. 
The value of Ohio Bell’s in­ 
vestment in telephone p la n t 
rose last year by more than 
$100 million, reaching a total of 
$1.4 billion. The company’s ex­

Georges Bidault, fnrmer pr« nier of France 
•nd one of the architects of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Grganizatiion, spok e Wednesday at a 
sy mposium at Kent State University . 
In hia talk he revealed what may have been a 
major reason President Nixon decided to go to 
Europe so soon after assuming the presidency 
— the seriously eroded strength of NATO. 


THE EROSION OF NATO'S strength has 
been well publicized but following the Warsaw 
Pact nations’ invasion of (Jzechoslovak ia re­ 
ports and news accotints have created the im­ 
pression that the newly frightened nations of 
We.stem Europe were hurry ing to correct this 
situation and that it was only a matter of 
time until the NATO military machine was 
flushed out again, 
Mr Bidault. however, has indicated that the 
erosion is every where within NATO and that 
the organization’s posAiion is far more preca­ 
rious at the moment than is generally realized. 
He declared that the member nations have 
remained lethargic during the past 20 y ears de­ 
spite a series 
alert alarms and shock s. He 
said neither the Korean nor the Indo-diinese 
crises brought any reinforcement of the Atlan­ 
tic alliance or greater cohesAveness on the part 
of the partners 
Even the threats to Berlin, the repression of 
Budapest and the inva.sion of Czechoslovak ia 
failed to activate NATO Mr Bidault contends. 
In fact, he ob.served, the proportion of military 
expenditures to the total budget has been re­ 
duced in almost every NATO nation. 
Only in the United ivtates has much concern 
been shown, the former premier finds. 
Recognizing that some of the problems con­ 
fronting NATO are directly due to actions of his 
own country , Mr. Bidault declares that he wish­ 
es “the successors of this ruinous regime would 


not have to pay the debts of unpopularity or th« 
grudges accimaulated against my country .” 


CURRENT EXPLANATIONS being given for 
the President’s trip stress his desire to get the 
opinion of the othw NATO nations relative to 
world fM-oblems before he meets Soviet leaders 
at the summit. But if Mr. Bidaiilt’s evaluation 
of the strength of NATO Ls accurate, these ex­ 
planations may be largely window cbressing. 
Thp depth 
disintegration within NATO may 
have been the real energizing factor in Mr. Nix­ 
on’s quick trip to Europe. At least it could ac­ 
count for the urgency of the trip.

rate and civil violence, calls for more than just 
new legislation and stricter law enforcement. 
It calls for a greater awareness of the need 
for respect fM“ obey i» ^ the law and for main­ 
taining order so as to benefit all individuals 
Sheriff Rus.sell VanFossan this week pointed 
out the vital role of “involvement” of all citi­ 
zens in helping k eep the peace. He referred to 
two y ouths who took into custody 
a man sus­ 
pected of an entering at the Pearl diina (Jo., 
and added few crimes would go unsolved if 
civilians gave the k ind of cooperation tjpified 
by Dan and Norman Heffner. 
No one is being ask ed to get a gun and stand 
watch on property , but certainly suspicions of 
any nature should be reported, and all the as­ 
sistance possible rendered to those victimized 
by criminals and those charged with protecting 
the public. 
Self-government is being involved on one’s 
own destinv, and those who do not meet the 
responsibilities at every level are sire to suffer.

The hour of decision in Vietnam has come but 
there are no signs that the United State* gov­ 
ernment is getting ready to use its maximum 
military power and shorten the war. 
The American people are reading of mortar 
and rocket shelling of South Vietnam’s cities 
and U.S. bases and of a North Vietnamese of­ 
fensive, particularly ground attacks, across the 
"demilitarized” zone 
Since the latest offensive started Sunday, at 
least 200 Americans have been killed and more 
than 500 wounded. In the first three da vs. the 
South Vietnamese lost 340 soldiers, with 1,063 
wounded, and almost half of that number of 
South Vietnamese civilians 
were killed or 
wounded. 


AGAIN AND AGAIN the Communist* have vi­ 
olated the understanding which the Johnson ad­ 
ministration thought it had with the Hanoi gov­ 
ernment — namely, that while the bombing of 
North Vietnam by American plane* was discon­ 
tinued and the peace talks af Paris were going 
on, there would he a reduction in ground war­ 
fare and no shelling of cities? in South Vietnam. 
Tf the United States now indicates bv inaction 
that it does not object to such Communist at­ 
tacks, the Paris negotiations may drag on for 
years while the North Vietnam government 
gradually builds up its own military strength — 
with the aid of Red China and the Soviet. Union 
— and inflicts more and more casualties on 
American forces. 
Why does the United States refrain from a re­ 
sumption of the bombing9 This question is 
being asked here as military men are being 
told, in effect, that policy factors related to the 
negotiations in Paris are being given preferen­ 
tial consideration and that there is a reluctance 
to fight back on a larger scale than before. 
This could mean that sacrificer of American 
troops will continue indefinitely while the diplo­ 
mats wait for some ray of hope in the so-called 
"peace” negotiations. 
The United States has given the North Viet­ 
namese government enough time to show Its 
willingness to reach a settlement of the war. 
But there is no evidence of any change from 
the long-standing demand bv Hanoi that Ameri­ 
can forces must be ordered to withdraw imme­ 
diately from Vietnam. 
Why do the Norlh Vietnamese take such an 
attitude9 Thev are convinced that the people in 
the United States have been impressed by the 
anti-Vietnam War demonstrations and are will­ 
ing to accept virtual defeat. 
What is lacking is some evidence of the deter­ 
mination of the American government to follow 
through on its commitments Whether or not in­ 
tervention in Vietnam bv preceding administra­ 
tion1! was a wise move, the fact remain* that 
America has more than 500 OOO trooos there to 
assist the South Vietnamese armed forces of 
800 OOO men 
Tile question now is whether the huge number 
of casualties will have been in vain. 
During World War I and World War IT. our 
military mnn were able to persuade the com­ 
mander-in-chief — the president — that there 
was no substitute for an intensified use of ar­ 
mament whenever the enemy launched a major 
offensive. 
Tt will be recalled that in c rie s that have ari­ 
sen in Europe since World War TI. the United 
States has indicated that it will not hesitate to 
use maximum power — even tactical nuclear 
weapons — if necessary. 


TITE COMMUNISTS are testing America’r 
courage and steadfastness of purpose in South­ 
east Aria They may suffer defeats in their at­ 
tacks but this will not prevent them from re­ 
suming such operations again and again in the 
belief that more American losses will inevitably 
cause the United States to null out of Vietnam 
The current Communist offensive makes nec­ 
essary a crucial decision. Rut. outwardly at 
least, there are no signs in Washington of a 
prospective change in the over-all military 
strategy. 
Meanwhile, the most powerful air force in the 
world is not permitted to bomb the territory 
and supply lin°s of the enemy and prevent it 
from conducting an offensive of major propor­ 
tions in South Vietnam.

Gale warnings flew along the 
northern Pacific Coast including 
portions of California 
Half way across the country, 
a storm system rolling across 
the middle Mississippi valley 
dumped rain south into the cen­ 
tral Gulf states and flung sleet 
and snow northward over the 
Midwest and plains. 
Sax to 8 indies of snow blan­ 
keted portions of the Dakota 
and Minnesota.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ohio’s 
criminal syndicalism law was 
challenged before the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court Thursday by at­ 
torneys appealing toe conviction 
of Clarence Brandenburg of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
Brandenburg was convicted

The Internal Revenue Service 
naturally prefers that you fill 
out your return right the first 
time. But ifs set up to handle 
your second thoughts — even if 
they occur up to three years 
later. 
A special form, 1040X, can be 
used to correct errors on pre­ 
viously filled returns. IRS says it 
gives faster service when this 
form is used, though it is per­ 
missible simply to send im a 
regular Form 1040 and mark it 
clearly “Amended Return” at 
the top. 
If the error was one that 
somehow short - changed the 
government, you would be wise 
to set the record straight even 
if it means making a belated 
extra payment, If you don’t vol­ 
untarily disclose such a mistake, 
TRS may turn it up through its 
own surveillance procedures.

A N SW hR : The quail is a peculiarly attractiv e little game 
bird, so plump and co/.y -looking. It is also v ery useful to 
mankind, since it eats the kind of insects and weed s.ecds 
which are the most difficult for the farmer to combat. 
Quail are ground dwelling, fowl-like birds. They build 
their nests of bark, twigs and grasses on the ground, but 
well concealed, often close to hedgerows, or in brushy 
tangles. As if they realize that many animals would like to 
use their eggs for food, they lav large numbers of them, so 
at least some chicks mav surv iv e. There may be from 10 
to 2 4 eggs in a nest. Quail like to group together in flocks 
called cov ey s. After being scattered in the search for food, 
the cov ev members start calling softly to each other as 
nightfallcomes, and sleep together in some well-concealed 
place. They hav e a way of crouching close to the ground 
in a circle, tails together, heads pointing outward. Then, if 
alarmed, the cov ev will literally ex plode as each bird 
blasts off ill a different direction, often confusing a hunter. 
A small cov ey might consist of 8 or 10 birds, but they are 
often larger, containing as many as 15 or 2 0.

QUAIL COVEY 
BLASTS 


Q U E S T IO N : Tell m e som ething about quail. A n d how 
m any o f them to a covey? 


A N S W E R : The quail is a peculiarly attractive little game 
bird, so plump and cozy-looking. It is also very usetul to 
mankind, since it eats the kind of insects and weed seeds 
which are the most difficult for the farmer to combat. 
Quail are ground dwelling, fowl-like birds. They build 
their nests of bark, twigs and grasses on the ground, but 
well concealed, often close to hedgerows, or in brushy 
tangles. As if they realize that many animals would like to 
use their eggs for food, they lav large numbers of them, so 
at least some chicks may survive. I here may be from IO 
to 24 eggs in a nest. Quail like to group together in flocks 
called coveys. After being scattered in the search for food, 
the covey members start calling softly to each other as 
nightfall comes, and sleep together in some well-concealed 
place. They have a way of crouching close to the ground 
in a circle, tails together, heads pointing outward. 'Ihen, if 
alarmed, the covev will literally explode as each bird 
blasts off in a different direction, often confusing a hunter. 
A small covey might consist of 8 or IO birds, but they are 
often larger, containing as many as 15 or 20.
